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all its ordinary expenses during the 
past three years the gold reserve would 
still have been insufficient to meet the 
demands upon it and the bonds would 
necessarily have been issued for its re¬ 
pletion. Be this as it may, it is clearly 
manifested without denying or affirm¬ 
ing the correctness of such a conclu¬ 
sion, that the debt would have been de¬ 
creased in at least the amount of the 
deficiency and business confidence im¬ 
measurably strengthened throughout 
the country 

Congress should promptly correct 
the existing conditions. Ample reven¬ 
ues must be supplied not only for the 
ordinary expenses of the Government, 
but for the prompt payment of liberal 
pensions and the liquidation of the 
principal and interest of the public 
debt. In raising revenues duties 
should bo so levied upon foreign pro¬ 
ducts as to preserve the home market, 
so far as jiossible to our own producers, 
to revive and increase manufactures; 
to relieve and encourage agriculture, 
to increase our domestic and foreign 
commerce, to aid and develop mining 
and building, and to render to labor in 
every field of useful occupation the 
liberal wages and adequate rewards to 
which skill and industry are justly 
entitled. The necessity of the passage 
of a tariff law which shall provide am¬ 
ple revenue need not be further urged. 
The imperative demand of the hour is 
the prompt enactment of such a meas¬ 
ure, and to this object I earnestly rec¬ 
ommend this Congress shall make 
every endeavor. Before other business 
is transacted, let us first provide suffi¬ 
cient revenue to faithfully administer 
the Government without the contract¬ 
ing of further deht or the continued 
disturbance of our finauc.es.

TIME TABLE 


Washington. — The President has 
sent the following message to Congress: 

To the Congress of the United Stares: 
Regretting the necessity which has re¬ 
quired me to call you together, I feel 
that your assembling in extraordinary 
session is indispensable because of tlio 
condition in which we find the reven¬ 
ues of the Government. It is conceded 
that its current expenses are greater 
than its receipts, and that such condi¬ 
tion lias existed for now more than 
three years. With unlimited means 
at our command we are presenting the 
remarkable spectacle of increasing onr 
public debt by borrowing money to 
meet the ordinary outlays incident 
upon even an economical and prudent 
administration of the Government. 
An examination of the subject dis¬ 
closes this fact in every detail and 
leads inevitably to the conolusou that 
a condition of the revenue which al¬ 
lows that is unjustifiable and should 
be corrected. 

We find by reports of the Secretary 
of the Treasury that the revenues for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, 
from all sources were $435,868,330.22 
and the expenditures for all purposes 
were $415,968,306.56, leaving au ex¬ 
cess of rcciepts over expenditures of 
$9,914.458.60. During the fiscal year 
§40,570,467.08 was paid upon the 
public debt, which had been reduced 
since March 1, 1889, $355,076,890, 

and the annual interest decreased $11,- 
084,576.60. The receipts of the Gov¬ 
ernment from all sources during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1898, 

amounted to $461,716,561.94, and its 
expenditures to $459,374,887.65, show¬ 
ing an excess of receipts over expendi¬ 
tures of $3,841,674.29. 

Since that time the receipts of no 
fiscal year and with but few exceptions 
of no month of any fiscal year have ex-1 
ceeded the expenditures. The receipts I 
of the Government from all sources 
during the fiscal year ending Jane 30, 
1894, were $$70,008,408.30 and ex¬ 
penditures $44VtMt0BMMr"tw*av* 
deficit, the first ainoa the rsenmption 
of specie payments, of #60,808,800.58. 

Notwithstanding then was a de¬ 
crease of $166,709,188,878 in the ordi- [ 
nary expenses of tho Government as 
oompared with the previous fiscal year 
its income was still not sufficient to 
provide for its ’daily necessities, and 
the gold reserve in the treasury for the 
redemption of greenbacks was drawn 
upon to meet them. But this did not; 
suffice, and the Government then re- j 
sorted to loans to replenish the reserve. | 

In February, 1894, $50,000,000 in| 
bonds was issued, and in November 
following a second issue of $50,000,- 
000 was deemed necessary. The sum 
of $117,171,799 was realized by the 
sale of these bonds, but the reserve was < 
steadily decreased until on February 
8,1895, a third sale of $62,315,400 in 
bonds for $65,116,244 was announced j 
to Congress. The reoeipts of the Gov¬ 
ernment for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1895, were $390,373,308.30, and 
the expenditures $483,176,426.48, 
showing a deficit of $43,805,223.18. j

He leaves a for¬ 
tune valued at $1,000,000. He was 80 
years of age.

bonds issued within three years to 
$262,315,400. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1896, the revenues of the Government 
from all sources amounted to $409,. 
475,408.78, while its expenditures were 
$434,678,654.48, or an excess of expen¬ 
ditures over receipts of $25,203,245- 
.70. in other words the total receipts 
for the three fiscal years ending June 
80, 1896, were insufficient by $137,- 
817,720.46 to meet the total expendi¬ 
tures. Nor has this condition since 
improved. 

For the first half of the present fiscal 
year the receipts of the Government, 
exolusive of postal revenues, were 
$157,507,603.76, and its expenditures, 
exclusive of the postal service, $195,- 
410,000.22, or an excess of expendi¬ 
tures over receipts of $37,902,396.46. 
In January of this year the reoeipts, 
exclusive of postal revenues, were $24, 
316,994.05 and the expenditures, ex¬ 
clusive of the postal service, $30,269,- 
889.24 for the month. 

In February of this year the reoeipts, 
exclusive of the postal revenue, were 
$24,400,097.38, and the expenditures, 
exclusive of the postal service, $28,- 
796,056.66. a deficit of $4,395,059.28, 
or a total deficiency of $186,061,580.44 
for the three years and eight months 
ending March 1, 1807. 

Not only are we without a surplus

A novel case in the law of habeas cor¬ 
pus has recently been decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachu¬ 
setts. The writ was applied for by a 
prisoner who had been sentensed to im¬ 
prisonment at hard labor for two years 
and six months. The sentence was er¬ 
roneous in that it did not go further 
and direct that the imprisonment 
should be solitary. For this reason the 
petitioner claimed that he was entitled 
to be discharged; but the full bench 
of the Supreme Court denied the mo¬ 
tion. saying that the judgment was cor¬ 
rect as far as it went, and there was 
nothing to prevent an amendment of 
tlie sentence, which would add the fur¬ 
ther penalty which tlie prisoner said 
should have been imposed upon him. 


George W. Smalley has been com¬ 
paring tlie postal service of London tc 
that of New York, to the decided dis¬ 
advantage of the latter city. He is 
now living in 75th street, near Fifth 
avenue, and letters are delivered there 
four times a day, between the hours of 
S in tlie morning and 8 at night. This 
is better than the service in San Fran¬ 
cisco, hut it is not what Mr. ftmalley 
has been used to. In London, occupy¬ 
ing a house in a similar location, Mr. 
Smalley got liis first letters at ten min¬ 
utes to 8 in tlie morning, and from 10 
in the morning till 10 at night the de¬ 
liveries were hourly. He says that it 
is no uncommon thing in London to 
mail a letter and get an answer by 
post within three or four hours. 

Daniel Mayer, the English musical 
agent, says America is the only country 
besides England where "great money” 
is made by musicians. On the conti¬ 
nent charges for admission are small, 
and there are not so many big halls, 
consequently artists have to be content 
with lesser receipts. A fee of £50 is 
considered as something very high In- j 
deed for a single performance “across 
the water.” The musical life Is a very 
uncertain one, it seems. Only those 
who have made really big names make 
big incomes. A great many "big” vocal¬ 
ists aud instrumentalists receive pupils, 
even while at the height of their popu¬ 
larity. Musical suns are apt to set • 
very suddenly. Singers go out of fash- | 
Ion quickly and do not get into fashion j 
again.

Ex-Cabinet Minister Rnihuut, recent¬ 
ly liberated at the conclusion of the 
term of imprisonment for which he was 
sentenced for fraud and corruption, of 
which lie had, while Minister of Public 
Works, rendered himself guilty in con¬ 
nection with the defunct Panama Com¬ 
pany, has, to tlie astonishment of ev¬ 
erybody, just been rearrested. It ap¬ 
pears that lie is still liable to the Gov¬ 
ernment to tin- extent of 891,000 francs 
for tines, costs, and legal expenses. The 
courts recently decided that the unfor¬ 
tunate man, who is completely ruined, 
should either pay this sum at once or he 
imprisoned for another year. Natural¬ 
ly, he chose the latter, and has now the 
consolation of knowing that every min¬ 
ute spent in the penitentiary Is wiping 
off. roughly speaking, about three cents 
of his debt to the state. 

The last piece of property owned by 
ex-Senator Tabor, of Denver, was fore¬ 
closed a few days ago under a mort¬ 
gage for $800,000. Fifteen years ago 
he possessed a fortune of over $6,000,- 
000 . The year 1877 found him with liis 
family on the site where Leadvllle now 
stands. Here, with two other men, Ta¬ 
bor began mining in a small way aud 
on an apparently poor prospect. In 
tlie course of a few months he sold 
his half interest for $1,000,000. En¬ 
couraged by tills unexpected success, 
he went on selling and investing in new 
mining property until in 1880 he had a 
daily Income greater than that of any 
mail between New York City and Ne¬ 
vada. He built a residence that cost 
$1,000,000. Unfortunate investments, 
betrayed friendship, and political am¬ 
bition, united with the stringency of 
tlie times, have wrought tlie ex-Senat- 
or's financial ruin. Though past his 
prime and deserted by summer friends, 
who owe all they have to him, he lias, 
with true American pluck, set about re¬ 
trieving liis lpst fortunes. 


Chicago Tribune: Edward Stanley, 
of Williamsburg, has tired of doing 
housework and seeks a respite from 
taking care of the chilrren. This en¬ 
tirely commendable desire, however, 
has landed Mr. Stanley In jail, because 
lie so far forget his customary meek¬ 
ness as to inform Mrs. Stanley that he 
would cut her throat.

via, and Its operation of a less heavy 
task. 

Slavonia Is In Austria, or rather In 
the extreme south of Hungary, but its 
people are nearly all Servian. Its plains 
stretch for miles In an endless expanse 
of perfectly flat country. Its mud is 
fathomless, Its women's dally task of 
scouring and fighting against the dirt 
that the “men folks” bring In from out 
of doors on their shoes is never done. 
Between times there Is the mangle. 

This Is a stout plank about seven 
feet long, raised to a height of two 
feet upon rough hewn logs. The middle 
of the plank Is gripped by a frame¬ 
work rising from the floor to a height 
of five feet, with three great beams 
running across it, the whole fastened 
together with pegs. Upon the plank 
are laid two rollers, and on these rests 
a half log of wood Just fitting between 
the sides of the frame. This weight 
is smooth on its under surface, rough 
hewn above, nud Is provided at each 
end with three pegs which servo as 
handles. 

The lroner, when ready to begin, 
takes a sheet, for Instance, winds it 
tightly around one of the rollers, and 
puts an old ironing cloth around the 
outside. Then, lifting one end of the 
log and placing the roller tinder It, she 
works the weight to and fro, until the 
wrinkles are all presumably smoothed 
away. Then the sheet is removed, 
folded and put away, and the next 
“Ironing”— perhaps another sheet or 
three or four towels or half a dozen 
handkerchiefs—substituted. The sec¬ 
ond roller acts merely to balance the 
log, although two lroners can work the 
machine, one at each end. As for 
“starched things”—the “blancliisserle 
de fine” with which Trilby was con¬ 
cerned—they are another story—not yet 
published In rural Slavonia. 

The woman who irons is as pictur¬ 
esque ns her tools, when she wears the 
Slavonian peasant costume. Her shoes 
are fiat aud lieelless; she has no stock¬ 
ings, but winds linen about her lower 
legs and binds It in place with throngs, 
leaving a space of two inches or so 
hare below the edge of her kilted skirt 
of coarse, undyod linen. Her yellow, 
sheepskin jacket is ornamented with 
patches of red and purple leather, quilt¬ 
ed on with bright yarns, atul her head 
Is covered with a gaudy kerchief. Al¬ 
most as often, however, she Is stripped 
of her finery, except on Sundays, and 
wears at her work bedraggled clothing 
of western Europe’s unattractive work- 
a-day pattern. 

ACHIEVES LITERARY FAME. 

Distinguished Iowa Professor Has 
Brought Out His New Work. 

Trof. Jesse Macy, of Iowa College. 
Grlnnell, lias Just brought out his new 
work, “The English Constitution,” 
which has been pronounced to be a dis¬ 
tinctively original book on that some¬ 
what well-worn subject: When ITof. 
Maey offered Ills manuscript to the 
Macmillans In London that firm turned 
It over to Sir Frederick Pollock, who 
read it and advised the publishers ttiat 
it was one of the best books that have 
been written on the subject, at the 
same time requesting that he be in¬ 
formed of the name of the writer.

; system of recounting court scandals 
aud describing the passions and weak¬ 
nesses of kings. Prof. Macy was tlie 
first teacher iu America to enlighten 
students on the laws of social growth 
aud the development of government, 
i His other works, marked by the 
breadth and depth of their treatment, 
pre “Civil Government” and “Govern¬ 
ment Text Books for Iowa Schools.” It 
was Prof. Maey who examined the 
proof slips of Bryce’s “American Com- 
I monwealth." and, at the request of the 


author, suggested changes and addi¬ 
tions that were of great value to tbe 
work In Its completed form. His new 
work on tbe English Constitution Is 
written In the same vein and with the 
same analytical treatment as those of 
bis other books, and history has become 
a gainer by it. In the twenty-five years 
of active work with students Frof. 
Macy has done more to advance the 
study of history in the scientific direc¬ 
tion than any of his contemporaries in 
this line of thought. 



A PECULIAR CHURCH STEEPLE. 

One of the Most Remarkable Freaks 
In the Wajr of Crookedness. 

The decision to restore the fabric of 
“The Church with the Crooked Stee¬ 
ple” at Chesterfield, England, has re¬ 
vived interest in this most curious ex¬ 
ample of architecture. Its tall, twist¬ 
ed spire has no rival either In shape 
or pose. It Is more whimsical In its in¬ 
clination than the leaning tower of 
Pisa. Parts of the church are about 
1,000 years old. The steeple rears, or 
rather twists Itself 230 feet skyward. 
It has prompted the shrewd comment, 
the admiration, and the ridicule of En¬ 
glish people and from travelers of many 
lands. The spire has puzzled tbe ex¬ 
perts, and in some quarters It is seri¬ 
ously contended that the steeple lias 
been crooked ever since Its erection.

Real Estate Values in New York. 

Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselaer has a I 
paper on “Places in New York” In the 
Century. Speaking of the rapid In¬ 
crease of value of real estate In that 
city, Mrs. Van Rensselaer says: Two 
miles from the City Ilall? Very much 
farther away than this stands the new 
“Herald” building, where Broadway 
and Sixth avenue Intersect. In 1845 the 
city owned Its site, and sold It for $9,- 
930. The "Herald" now pays rent for it 
—for the land alone—at the rate of $00,- 
000 a year. At the same sale fifty 
years ago u corner lot on Fifth avenue 
and Forty-second street brought $1,- 
400, and in 1840 four hundred lots on 
Fifth avenue above Twentieth street 
were sold at prices ranging from $200 
to $400. Within twenty years some of • 
these were resold for $15,000 each, and 
you may guess their present worth for 
yourselves, remembering that business 
and business values have now moved 
Into tills region also. 

Less than twenty years ago a much 
more northerly district, between Fifty- 
ninth and One Hundred atnl Tenth 
streets, west of Eighth avenue, would 
have shown you little but rocks and 
puddles aud predatory goats and boys. 
Now much more than half Its surface is 
covered with buildings, all of a very 
good class, and tlielr estimated coat hag 
been $170,000,000. Land up here is 
more precious than was land two miles 
from the City Hall iu the days of Philip 
Hone. Aud it Is just as easy now as 
then to grow greatly richer in New ! 
York if you are already rich enough to | 
buy little bits of its soil and to hold on 
to them for a little while.

Iu England Mr. Duubar will be receiv¬ 
ed by the most highly cultured and 
aristocratic people lu the land, because 
he has genius, in his stories he tells 
something of Ills own people, hut he 
does not limit his art to tiie treatment 
of negro life. 

The Sliding Pole. 

Firemen use the sliding poles in tlie 
engine houses when descending from 
the dormitory floors to the street floor 
about their ordinary affairs, just as 
they do when hustling down for a fire. 
It is tlie quickest aud easiest way to 
go, and naturally they go that way al¬ 
ways. To a man not a fireman, how¬ 
ever. aud so unaccustomed to it, the 
commonplace use of the sliding pole 
seems at first strange, lie has seen It 
usually, perhaps only, from below; and 
the use of It is associated iu his mind 
with the sound of the gong, the pound¬ 
ing of the horses' hoofs, the snapping 
of harness and the general bustle of 
preparation.

At first it seems strange to see any 
man. fireman or not, slide down a pole 
to start for his dinner, for iustanee, but 
that is what the fireman does, and it is 
just the same if he is going below for 
any duty in the house. He goes down 
the pole habitually, because that is the 
simplest aud easiest way to go. But 
he doesn't go back that way; easy as It 
is to slide down the pole, it would he 
mighty hard work to shin up it. When 
the fireman goes up. then, like every¬ 
body else, he climbs the stairs.—New

! of friends. During their campaign they 

rode together in the same buggy and 
usually slept in the same bed. In 
those times, in hamlets and villages, 

1 there was usually a squire who was 
| lord of his section and who controlled 
j the votes of his neighborhood, aud on 
this aceouut he was naturally sought 
after by the candidates. It was at one 
i of these squires’ farms, says the Phila¬ 
delphia Times, that Johnson milked the 
; cow that made him President, 
i Bright aud early in the morning Col. 

1 Gentry slipped out of bed, went to the 
kitchen, picked up two buckets, went 
to tlie well and tilled them. He thought 
that the proper way to get votes was 
first to win the friendship of the wom¬ 
en. As he was returning from the well 
he met the squire’s wife. This tickled 
him very much. He thought that luck 
was surely with him this time and that 
lie would keep Andy Johnson from get¬ 
ting tlie votes in that neighborhood at 
least. He was giving the squire's wife 
j much taffy, when she said: “Yes, I 
; think that Mr. Johnson is a very nice 
man. too: he is over the fence milking 
j the cows.” 

After the election it was found that 
| Andy Johnson was elected by a very 
small majority, which Col. Gentry re- 

■ marked came from milking the cows. 
Col. Gentry was one of the smartest 
men iu the South, considerably John- 

! son's superior. From Governor of Ten¬ 
nessee Johnson became President of 
the United States, which great honor 
was achieved by milking cows. 

Boys In Wall Street. 

A Wall Street boy is expected to be 
at the office at 9 o'clock in the morning, 
autl remain there ns long as his services 
are needed, though he usually gets 
away about 4 o’clock. He has an allow¬ 
ance of half an hour at noon for lunch¬ 
eon, hut the rest of the time belongs 
to liis employer. He is expected to lie 
neat in apearance, clean as to hands 
and face, well mannered, truthful at all 
times, prompt in obedience and faithful 
In guarding the secrets of liis employ¬ 
ers. 

The duties first assigned to him are 
to carry messages, deliver stock at 
other brokerage offices, aud obtain 
checks for them. After a while he is 
advanced to making comparisons of 
salt's of stocks ai.il taking tlit* checks 
certified from other brokers to be certi¬ 
fied at the hanks. 

Of late years the Stock Exchange 
Clearing House has done away with so 
much of tin* stock delit cry by boys that 
tin* number of t.iem on ^tlie street is not 
more than half what it used to he. For¬ 
merly it was not uncommon to see from 
twenty-five to 100 boys waiting In line 
at each of the prominent hanks to get 
checks certifled, aud nearly every bank 
employed a private policeman to keep 
tl.e boys in line and in order. 

A story is told of a new boy on the 
street who once went to make a de¬ 
livery of stock. When the bookkeeper 
made up the accounts at the close of the 
day he found himself $80,000 short, and 
an examination of tin* books showed 
that one of tin* hoys had failed to bring 
back a check in return for some stock 
lie had delivered. 

He was perfectly innocent about tlie 
matter, and said that lie had handed 
the papers in at the office where lie was 
sent to make the delivery, and as they 
gave him nothing he supposed there 
was nothing for him to get. His em¬ 
ployer treated him kindly, aud told him 
to he careful not to make the same 
mistake again. He never did. The boy 
is now at tin* head of one of the largest 
brokerage houses on Broad street.—

But this season it is established so 
generally that you must think twice if 
you notice that ready-made dresses are 
being shown a good deal in it.

Wax Candles Made in Chicago. 

Eight toils of wax candles are pro- | 
iluceil almost within the city limits of 
Chicago every day. and yet tills oily 
and her adjacent commercial territory 
arc counted a poor market for candles. 
The wax is the refined residue of pa rat¬ 
lin oil. and is produced tit the refineries 
of (he Standard Oil Company at Whit¬ 
ing, I ml. 

In Europe the American wax is fast 
displacing the Scotch article produced 
from shale, though the English factor¬ 
ies engaged in the manufacture of wax 
candles are of enormous capacity ami 
have been long established. Those fac¬ 
tories are now working largely on the 
American product, as it is of better 
quality ami cheaper. A recent cut of a 
farthing per pound in the London price 
h.v the Standard Oil Company of the 
United States lias already amounted 
to a loss of $250,000 on the 25,000 tons 
which the Scotchmen sell annually iu 
England alone. 

Though the sales of wax candles in 
America are increasing enormously, 
especially in eastern cities, the domes¬ 
tic sab’s are as nothing to the sales 
abroad. In America the public 1ms not 
yet learned the luxury of a i>ortable, 
odorless light for residences, and sales 
westward are therefore comparatively 
small. The American supply is practi¬ 
cally unlimited, as the wax is only one 
of the many by-products of the crude 
paraffin oil produced in enormous quan¬ 
tities from tiie oil fields of I’eiuisyl- 
vatiia. Indiana and several other states.

He undertakes to straight¬ 
en them out, and has already accom¬ 
plished this prodigy in tiie case of thir¬ 
ty-seven subjects, and what is fully as 
marvellous as his discovery is that all 
Ids operations have succeeded. It 
should, however, be stated that chil¬ 
dren alone have been treated.

, en it out and keep it upright by an ap¬ 
paratus until nature allows it to knit 
: together. This operation is made when 
1 the patient is under the influence of 
\ chloroform. The child is laid on its 
I stomac-li. Two nurses at its head ntid 
' two at its feet pull so as to stretch the 
child. The others support him under 
the umbilical region and under the 
i sternum. With liis hands the Doctor 
makes an extremely vigorous pressure 
on the hump, proceeding with method 




wadding. Then over the vertebrae that 
constituted tiie hump are plugs of wad¬ 
ding, laid c swise, allowing of the 
tightening of the plaster band without 
having to fear for the child any incon¬ 
venience in the functions of the abdom¬ 
inal thoracic viscera. Ten to fifteen 
minutes suffice for the construction of 
the apparatus. After that time the plas¬ 
ter is firm, the child can he brought to, 
and the operation is over. 

This plaster apparatus should remain 
on the body throe or four mouths. 
When it is taken off the back is flat. 
Then the first apparatus is replaced by 
a similar one for the same length of 
time. After the second or third appar¬ 
atus tiie child is allowed to walk with 
a corset. That is the period of conval¬ 
escence. The absolute removal of the 
deformity has taken exactly ten 
months. 

The Academic de Medecine. the Na¬ 
tional Society of French physicians, lias 
congratulated Doctor Calot on his com¬ 
munication made to that body explain¬ 
ing his methods .etc. 

Pumping Water by Bog-Power. 

The San Francisco Call says that 
there is a dog-motor on a Swiss ranch 
not very far from Sail Francisco. It 
has been in use for two years, and is 
found to he economical and in every 
way satisfactory. It is built on the 
same plan as the exercise runs which 
are often attached to squirrel-cages. In 
short, it, is a barrel, which rotates as 
the dog inside of it runs.

Fishing Throneh tile Ice. 

If you were to ask any one of the 
boys who live near the clear lakes of 
Northern Wisconsin what winter sport 
j he enjoyed best, he would probably an- 
: swer without a moment's hesitation: 

“Fishing through the lee.” 

The ml Indian of past generations 
loved this sport, anil he loves It to-day. 
He will go out on a bleak, wind-swepj 
lake lit the coldest weather, chop a hole 
something more than a foot square in 
the ice, and sit down close beside it on 
a little block of wood. Over his head 
he will draw a thick blanket, which 
j falls to the ice all about him, and

serves to darken the hole. Here he will 
sit for hours utmost motionless, a dark 
spot on the stretch of white Ice, and 
peer down into the yellow water. In 
his hand he poises a spear with three 
or live tines, with which he strikes the 
unwary fish that comes his way. 

White hoys and men, however, have 
made many Improvements on the In¬ 
dians’ way of fishing. They chop the 
same kind of a hole in the ice, but they 
roll out and set up over it an empty 
[ hogshead, or they build a neat little 
1 shanty around It, which is sometimes 
warmed by a small sheet-iron stove, so 
that the tlHher will be comfortable 
while he works. 

A boy who hopes to spear a Ash must 
have a sharp eye and a steady hand. 
When the door in the little shanty is 
shut, so tluit no light falls directly on 
the hole In the ice, it is surprising how 
plainly the boy fisher can see down¬ 
ward through the water. Oftentimes a 
sandy bottom at a depth of twelve or 
fifteen feet is plainly visible. The spear 
is made ready and held so that its 
tines are Just under water. The end of 
the pole, which is usually made ten or 
twelve feet long, is usually fastened by 
a stout cord to the fisher's wrist, so 
that if it is given too vigorous a thrust 
it will not be lost. 

Presently the boy’s eyes grow accus¬ 
tomed to the yellow water, and then 
quite suddenly there appears without 
warning a grayish object far below 
him. Its tail waves gracefully, and 
the boy realizes with a sudden throb 
of the heart that it is a fish. Throwing 
all of his strength into his arm, he 
drives his spear downward, and if it is 
his first trial—he doesn't hit anything 
at all. If he has practiced, however, 



something jerks and wriggles on his 
spear, and he pulls out a big fat pick¬ 
erel or a shovel-nose sturgeon or a pike. 

It Is most exciting sport, and if a boy 
is lucky he sometimes spears more fish 
in a few hours than he can carry home. 

In some Northern Wisconsin lakes a 
decoy bait is used to great advantage. 
This Is easily made by any boy who lias 
a sharp jack-knife and a little inge¬ 
nuity. , 

A piece of pine wood two or three 
inches long Is first whittled out In the 

form of a flab, m shown in the picture. 

In the bottoai • small square hole Is 
cat, *a4 a ttttts hollow placs of tho 
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shape shown by the dotted line* Is then 
dug out. Two side fins and a dorsal 
fin are now cut out of bright tin from 
an old ran and driven carefully into 
place. The points of the side fins may 
in- made to extend into the hollow pre¬ 
viously cut. The dorsal fin is fitted 
into a narrow slit In the back. Some 
lead—old bullets or tealead will do—is 
now melted up in an iron spoon and 
poured into the hole. This serves tho 
double purpose of holding the fins 
steady and of weighting the decoy so 
tluit it will sink In water. Paint eye*, 
mouth and the outlines of gills on the 
fish, give the hack n gray color and 
the breast a pure white. In front of 
the dorsal tin. and at such a point that 
the fish will balance perfectly, drive a 
small staple, to which a stout fishline 
may lie attached. 

W hen this decoy sinks in the water i: 
will swim backward and forward very 
like a real fish, and any hungry pick¬ 
erel will pounce down upon it with 
great eagernes*. In one hand the boy 
fisher holds the string of the decoy, 
making it swim about slowly within 
a few feet of the surface of the water. 
Presently the dark form of a maraud¬ 
ing pickerel appears below it, ris'icj 
gradually, to make sure that the decoy 
is good eating. When it has come tip 
to striking distance down goes lie 
spear and out splashes tin 1 pickerel. 

Can you imagine anything more ex¬ 
citing.—Chicago Record.

Gigantic Wall. 

if the pedestrian in West Thirty- I 
fourth street, between Fifth anil .Sixth 
avenues, will stop on the northern side¬ 
walk and turn his eyes southward' he 
will behold a sight that cannot fail to 
impress him if lie is capable of receiv¬ 
ing impressions at all. lie will not find 
himself alone, for, warm or cold, wet or 
fine, there arc always a few little knots 
of persons gazing with him at. the 
northern facade of the Schermerhorn 
Hotel, now building. 

In height this huge wall measures 24C 
feet from the street to the coping; in 
length. 350 feet. Its area is 84,000 
square feet. But mere figures give only 
a poor idea of the magnitude of objects. 
If the wall, just as it Is, were laid down 
fiat upon the ground it would cover j 
nearly two acres, or half an average \ 
city block. Three infantry regiments i 
could drill or an intercollegiate foot- I 
ball match could be played upon It j 
without being badly cramped. Natural¬ 
ly a wall of such hIzi* uses up a fair 
amount of material. Of bricks alone, 
apart from glass, metal and woodwork 
for its many doors and windows, It is 
calculated that the facade contains 2,- 
500,000, Suppose these bricks set in a 
row, end to end, they would make a 
line 1,666,066 feet, or a little more than 
315 miles long; that is, they would 
reach to Albany and back. 

The pit dug for the hotel's cellars, 
kitchen, etc., is 450 feet long ou Thirty- 
fourth street, 130 feet on Fifth avenue 
and 35 feet deep. Out of It were taken 1 
about 2,000,000 cubic feet of earth, j 
enough to cover the whole block nine ! 
feet deep.—New York Sun.
